The USPTO will 
delay publication of a patent application made available to a defense agency under 35 USC 181 until no earlier 
than 6 months from the filing date or 90 days from the date of referral to the defense agency, whichever is 
later. After that time, the application will be automatically cleared for publication unless a recommendation for 
a secrecy order is provided to the Office.
